S.0.965 (E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 
(15 o f 1908), the Central Government hereby amends the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry o f Shipping 
number S. 0.451(E), dated the 3rd June, 2003 as follows, namely:— 

In the said notification, for the schedule, the following schedule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“SCHEDULE 

PORT LIMITS OF BOUNDARIES 

VisakhapatnamPort NORTH: A line drawn from the stone marked ‘VH’ at the North-West comerofthe Serial No. 

72 of Kapparada along the South Easter railway boundary upto the stone marked ‘ VH’ at the 
North-East comer of Serial No. 61. of Kapparada village, thence along the boundary of the 
land acquired tor the Visakhapatnam harbour up to a stone marked ‘ VH’ on die South side of 
the railway cro ssmg at the North-East comer o f the Ro ss hill, thence along the South side of 
the road lying North of Ross hill to its termination on the North side of the back waters, 
thence along the North side of the back waters, thence along the Sea beach to the boundary 
mark at Scandal point and thence along the sea beach upto to North Toe of Kailasa Konda 
and thence along the line due East along 17°-45' Latitude line to 9 Nautical miles East of and 
parallel to the 10 Fathom line of soundings. 

EAST: 9 Nautical miles East of, and parallel to, the 10 Fathom line of soundings. 

SOUTH: From a point on the beach of Yarada village on a bearing 122° meeting the Easton 
boundary 9 parallel to the Nautical miles East of and parallel to the 10 Fathom line of 
soundings which is 9 Nautical miles, 14,8 cables on a bearing of 145° from Dolphin Nose 
Light House and thence along the shore and thence along the old Dutch battery, thence 
along the South side of the back waters and foot of the Dolphin’s Nose hill to a stone marked 
‘PL’ at the South-East comer of the tank in S.No. 33 of Malkapuram, thence to the stone 
marked ‘ VH’ at the point where the Anakapalle road meets the diversion road to the ferry, 
thence along the North side of the Anakapalle road upto the 2nd Mile stone. 

WEST: A line drawn from 2nd Mile stone on the North side of Anakapalle road in the North 
Westemly direction to a stone marked ‘PL’ at the North-Eastern comer of Santhametta, 
thence to a stone marked ‘PL’ and the foot of Bazaarmetta, thence along a straight line drawn, 
to a stone marked ‘VH’ at the South-West comer of S.No. 86 of Kapparada, thence along the 
boundary of the land acquired for the Harbour up to the stone marked ‘ VH’ at the North- 
West comer of S.No. 72 of Kapparada village. 

Explanation: for fhepuipose of this notification, where any boundary specifi ed lies along the shore of the sea or the back 
waters, the boundaryTine sh^ be at a distance of 46 meters above high water mark at ordinary spring tides.”.
